What sre courtly attendants, or victorions
srmies, or conquered provinces, under such
circometances? What to any parent is
all splendid surrounding when his child is
sick? Seven days have passedon, Then in
that preat house two eyelids are gently
closed, two little hands folded, two little
feet quiet, one beart still. The servants
come to bear the tidiogs to the King, but
they cannot make up their minds 1o tell
bim, snd they stand at the door whispering
sbout the matter, and David besrs them and
be looks up and says to them, ““Is the child
dead?” “Yes, he is dead.”” Duvid rouses
himself up, washes himself, puts on new ap-
pacel, and sits down to food.

What
strengtk was it that lited up that king
whom grief had dethroned? Oh, it was the
thought that he would come agsin 1nto the
possession of that darling child. No grave-
digger's spade conld bide him, The wintry
blnsis of death could mot put outthe bright
light.

us the thrones of the blessed, and when
there surges up in our ears the jubilate of
the saved.

Heaven is not s contraction, it izan ex-
pansion. If I kpnow you here, I will know
you better there, Here I see vou with only
two eyes, but there the soul shall have
1,000,000 eyes, Tt will be immortality gaz-
ing on immortality—ransomed spirit in
colloguy with ransomed spirit—victor be-
side victor. When John Evans, the Scotch
minister, was seated in his study, his wite
came in and said to him, My dear, do you
think we will know each other in heaven?"
He tursed to her and eaid, My dear, do
vou think we will be bigger fools in heaven
than we are here?"

Apain: Iaceept thiz doelrine of foture
recognivion because the world’s expectancy
affirms it. Inall lands and ages this theary
is received, What form of religion planted
it? No form of religion, for it is received
under all forms of religion. Then, I argue,
n sentiment, a feeling, an anticipation, uni-
versally planted, must have besn God-
implanted, sod if God-implanted, iL is
rightfully implanted. Soocrates writes:
“Who wonld not part with a great deal to
purchase a meeting with Orpbens and
Homer? If it be true that this is to be the
consequence of death, Icould even be able
to die often.” Among the Danes, when a
master dies his servant sometimes stabs
himeelf that be may serve his master in the
future world. Cicero, living before Christ’s
coming, said, “Oh, glorious day, when I
shall retire from this low and sordid scene,
to associate
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of departed spirits, and not only with the
one I have just now mentioned, but with my
deur Cato, the best of sons and the most
faithful of men, It I seemed to bear his
death with fortitnde, it was by no means
that 1 did not most sensibly feel the loas I
bad sustained. It was because I was sop-
ported by the consoling reflection that we
could not loug be se ted.”” The Nor-
wegian believes it. The Indian believes it
The Greenlander believes it. The Swiss
believes it. The Turk believas it. Under
every sky, by every river, in every zone,
the theory is adopted; and so I say
prioeiple oniversally implanted must be
God-implanted, and hence a right belief.
The argument is irresistible.

Again: I adopt this theory because there
are features of moral temperament and feat-
ures o! the soul that will distinguish ns for-
ever, How do we know esch other in this
world? Is it merely by the color of the eye,
or the length of the hair, or the facial pro-
portions? Oh, no. It is by the disposition
as well as by natural affinity, usive the
word in the very best sense and not in the
bad seuse; and i in the dust our bodv
shopld perish and lie there forever, and
there should be po resurreetion, still the
soul has enough festures and the disposi-
tion has ecnough features to wmake it dis-
tinguishable, I oan understand how in
slekuess 8 man will beeome wo delirious that
be will pot know hieown friends; but will
we be biasted with such Insufferable idiooy,
that, standing beslde our best ‘rlends for all
eternity we will never guess who they are?

TRADE IN PRODUCE.

Demand for Vegetables During thg
Weck Ahead of the Supply.

THE COMMISSION MEN UNEASY.

Yield of Barly Potatoes Much Below General
Expectations,

ALL CEREALS ARE TENDING UPWARD

BATURDAY, July 12, 1890

The feature of produce trade the pasi
week has been the scarcity of stufl. Com-
mission men find themselves in the un-
happy condition of not being able to deliver
the goods ordered by customers. REailroad
troubles westward have served to delay
shipments. When the blockade is broken,
us it promises to be within a few days, a
rush of stuff is expected. But demand w?ll
no doubt keep pace with supply, as it will
take an extra quantity to briag stock up to
the average in volume,

Demand for good potatoes far exceeds
supply. Said one of onr prineipal jobbers
in this line: “I have been entirely out of
potatoes for two or three days and spent §5
to $10 telegraphing, yesterday lo varlous
points of the countryin order tosecure
stock. My advices from all directions are
that the supply is very light. The Tennes-
see crop is pearly dome, and advices from
Kentucky and Missouri indicate a very
short supply. A telegram from o St. Louis
dealer to one of our jobbers to-day savs,
that the early potato crop in that section is
a flat failure.”

Baid one of our leading produce men to-
day: "I esnnotsee where wé are to get our
supplies of potatoes until the full crop
comes. We had so much wet westher this
season thit the early potito went mostly to
vines, There is & good prospect at this
stage for the late potato, buta long dry
spell wonld blight this prospect. I have
now & half dogen car loads tied up by the
railrond blockade in the West, and have
been absolutely bare for several davs, The
only drawoack to a big trage this week has
been searcity of stuf.
